Plans for the much-needed enkarge- 
nient of the Ntiibeith Schools were 
presented to the voters of Narbi'rth 
at a citizen's meeting held last Fri- 
day night in the School Auditorium. 

Despite the bad weather, and the 
fad that ninny residents were away 
for the summer months, a good crowd 
assembled at the school, anxious to 
b ml their advice and suppoi't to this, 
undotiliti illy one of the biggest proh- 
'eins which has ever eon fronted the 
people of Narberth. 

Mr. Kilter, Architect in charge of the 
designing of the new building, gave a 
v i ry informative lecture on the fea- 
ture.- of the proposed plant. Complete 
plans of all floors and parts were shown, 
tl is planned to reproduce this set of 
drawings in "Our Town'' at an early 
date for the inspect ion of nil residents. 

The board had two alternatives, Mr. 
Hitter explained. They could build on 
til,, present athletic field, and secure 
playground facilities in another part :if 
the Borough, or they could buy and 
condemn property in the direction of 
v! on! ^oiin rv A venue. 

The successful vote for the Play 
ground in February of this year re 
leased the property now used for a 
playground, and permitted the Hoard 
to go ahead with their plan without 
the grealt expense which would be in- 
curred in the purchase and comlotniia 
tion of improved property. 
Tne New Facilities 

The plan, therefore, is to erect the 
new plant adjacent to the present 
buildings. The new school accommo- 
dations, which, it is estimated, can be 
accomplish,. d at a cost of $150,000 will 
be provided for by a new building to 
the Fast of the preson'l ones. The 

new building will be. ere. ted on Shaud 
held, just beyond the present new build- 
ing: now occupied by the lower grades. 
This will contain four rooms on each 
floor, a total of eight rooms. 

Between the present elementary 
building and the new structure will be 
built an auditorium, on the ground 
floor, as required by law, large enough 
to accommodate about soo people. This 
vvill permit the entire school to as 
somhie at one time if desired, and will, 
incidentally, provide Narberth with a 
much-needed addition, an auditorium 
adequate in size to accommodate the 
large crowds attending the concerts, 
plays, commencement, exercises, etc.. 
always so overcrowded. 

The floor of the auditorium will be 
provided in part with movable scats, 
so that the center of the floor vvill be 
come the gymiva.siuin. The present 

gymnasium, lacking sufficient balcony 
room, and too noisy for the classes 
overhead, will be converted into room 
for the rapidly growing Domestic 
Science department. Adjoining the 
auditorium, in the rear, will be placed, 
four other rooms, making the entire 
•iew plant consist of twelve rooms, 
sullicieiit, it is hoped, to accommodate 
Narberth 's growing child, population 
for years to come. 

The influence on the tax rate was 
explained by Mr. McOnKtor. He said 
that the expenditure of the $150,1)00 
necessary would increase the school 
Mixes about 4 mills, which, he mud, on 
the average householder's assess- 
ment of $3,-5(10.00 will mean an increase 
of from 12 to 15 dollars per year. One 
dollar per month to provide the new- 
buildings. 

A number of questions were ask?d 
by those . present about the. details of' 
thfe drajWingSt. which were explained by 
Mr. Ritter. Dr. O, J. Snyder was par^ 
ticulnrly anxious that especial atten- 
tion be paid to ipatters of. fresh air and 
sanitationy eyeii' if it required a: sligh.t- 
ly\ • gretater expenditure. ■ "Yoiv/enn 



float a loan for $ loll ,000 as well as fvir 
$150,000," Dr. Snyder humorously re- 
marked. "For when we get that high, 
we poor people tire bewildered any- 
how." The Board feels, however, that 
the loan can be kept within the bounds 
delined by the original estimate, for 
the new plans include excellent provi- 
sions for flesh air and sunlight. 

Allusion was made to the troubles ex- 
perienced in floating the loan authoriz- 
ing the building of the last new unit. 
\ t that time -ome residents of the 
Borough were in favor of dividing the 
.schools, and putting the primary depart- 
ment in the center of the town. The 
.1 i.-scnl ion on- this ipn-tion waxed so 
hi-t that the loan was deflated on t ivv) 
successive years, and the much-needed 
aiblilions delayed thereby. After the 
smoke of discussion had cleared away, 
it was found that the present location 
is the real center of Narberth 's popula- 
tion, in a.liiition to being cool, high, 
away from the station and more open. 
The pie-enl location, it was finally 
agreed, is much thv- more sensible, and 
the loan was pa--c,| by a big majority. 
Unanimous Approval 
On this seme. Dr. Harry M. Chalfant 
remarked that he give- a lot of credit 
for his- good health to the fact that 
he had to walk two miles to school 
when he was a youngster. The great- 
est distil iVe?! iii Narberth is less than a 
mile, and the average but a few hund- 
red yards. The releasing of the present 
playgoand hud made it mu-ch easier to 
get matters in shape. 

During the discussion, Mr. Harry 
llayward moved that the meeting give 
a vote of approval of the new plans 
and of confidence in the School Board. 
Then followed considerable discussion 
on every conceivable subject hut that 
of the motion. Finally the meeting 
was brought back to earth and the mo- 
tion restated. The meeting voted un- 
animously in favor of the new plans, 
an expression of confidence which prom- 
ises well for the future of the plan. 

The necessity for immediate action 
was shown in statistics prepared by 
Principal George 11. Wilson. The fol- 
lowing figures of the growth of the 
school attendance were shown:

At tho present time there arc four 
grades on half time, and this number • 
must he increased as enrollment in- 
creases unless immediate relief is found. 
The 'maximum capacity of the present 
8-rooni elementary building is 320 pu- 
pils, and there are 437 in those grades. 

A brief history of the rapid growth 
of the Narberth Schools might be in- 
teresting at this point. 

When, in 1SS>5, the borough of Nnr- 
boTth. Pennsylvania, was incorporat- 
ed, it became necessary to organize 
a school district. An agreement was 
made whereby the school building, 
formerly belonging to Lower Merlon 
but now within tho borough limits, 
be purchased. The school affairs of 
the borough of Narberth began in the 
following manner: -• .

Hack in the country di-trids there 
i- an institution kinny.ii as the (icneral 
Store. Here the fanners from miles 
around may purchase anything from a 
[date of ice cream to a new plow; from 
it mirsinj: bottle to a can of spaghetti. 
Often the store is not in a town, it is 
the entire town, and encounters little 
competition save that of the mail order 
houses. 

Narberth is in u diffejent situation. 
Here we are balanced delicately be- 
tween the outskirts of Philadelphia, and 
the more or less open country. The 
adult male population, for the most 
part, empties into the City of Brotherly 
Love in the niorninu, and returns to 
the tennis courts ami bin -It-yard gardens 
in the afternoon.
